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Egypt's new condition:

CAIRO (AP). — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismaili Fahmy declared on 
Friday: 


“In any peace settlement, Is- 
rae] must freeze its present pop- 
ulation and pledge not to increase 
the number of its immigrants for 
the next 50 years.“ 

Fahmy’'s stetement, carried by the 
official Middle East News Agency, 
continued: 

“When the politica! Palestinian 
entity is established, Israel will 
also heve to compensate the Pales- 
Unians for the material and moral 
damage they suffered over the past 
20 years. 

‘It wii also have to compensate 
Arab countries for the damage 
incurred during Israel aggressions, 


’ imehwting’ the 1967 war, as well ag 


its exploitation of raw materilais, 
including oll from Sinai." 


Fahmy went on: 

“If Israel really wants peace, it 
should welcome the idea of a (demo- 
cratic) State as expressed by PLO 
jeader Yasser Arafat, in which 
Jews, Christians and Moslems can 
live under the same sky. 

“Or accept the 1947 partition plan 
of Palestine.” 

His statement was ἃ reply to 
comments by Premier Yitzhak Ra- 
bin during 2 British television in- 
terview on Thursday, during which 
he said Israel would not negotiate 
with the terrorist PLO. 

“Mr. Rabin's statement clearly 
shows he still fails to understand 
the situation in the Middle East... 
Egypt has always insisted there can 
be no just settlement of the crisis 
without total Israel withdrawal 
from oceupled Areb territories and 


the restoration of the Palestinians’ 
rights,” he added. 

“Sooner or Ister, Israel has no 
alternative but to recognize the 
PLO as the representative of the 
Palestine people, or face expulsion 
from the U.N. as has happened to 
the apartheid state of South Africa, 
which follows the same policies as 
Israel does,” he said. 

Amplifying on Fahmy's  astate- 
ment, an Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
oficial said Egupt is calling for a 
“limit in the rate of immigration to 
Tsrcel for the next half century,” 
which does not involve natural birth- 
rates within that State.

Fahmy seen dashing hopes 
that Cairo is seeking peace

“NOT WORTHY of comment.” This 
wes the curt reaction voiced by a 
senior official in Jerusalem iast 
night to Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Fahmy’s latest “peace proposals” 
{see above). The official said that 
he had not seen an authoritative 
text of Fahmy’s statement, but that 
if the press reports of it were cor- 
rect then ἐξ simply did not merit 
& serious reply. 

Above and beyond the contents 
of Fahmy's “proposals,” which were 
dismissed in Jerusalem a3 “ab- 
surd,” there was concern among 
political observers here at the Egyp- 
tian Minister's timing. His ultra- 
hard-line statement was obviously 
designed to coincide with Foreign 
Minister Allon’s return from Wash- 
ington, where he had sought to 
launch a second-stage negotiation 
wih Egypt under the aegis of Dr. 
Kissinger. 

Israel's basic premise is that a 
second-stage settlement must consti. 
tute a substantial stage on the road 
towards peace: Mr. Fahmy’s state- 
ment, taken at its face value, ob- 
viously went far to undermine what 
hope there was here that Hgypt 
intends to progress along that same 


Mr. Alton bimself, returning home 
on Friday, told newsmen that, while 
he was “Inclined to believe" that 
the chance of a second-stage ne- 
gotiation existed, he could not say 
with eny certainty that Egypt wea 
in fact willing to negotiete. The 
US. ae now seek to ascertain 
whether Egypt was prepared to 
talk, Allon said, and this would 
be done through the “channela of 
quiet diplomacy.” ᾿ 

There was some concerned specu- 
lation, too, that the Fahmy state- 
ment might reflect the crystalliza- 
‘ton of a new, agreed Soviet-Egyp- 
tlan-PLO position. The Soviets re- 
cently stressed to PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat they continued to 
support the existence of an inde- 
pendent Israel and would not back 
the PLO demand for its replace- 
ment by a “secular Palestine.” At 
the same time, though, Soviet 
spokesmen in recent months have 
on several occasions referred to the 
1941 Partition Plan as Israel's 
legitimate borders. 

For the PLO, acceptance of the 
1947 Plan as an “alternative” to the 
“secular state” demand would be a 
concession to the Soviets. The 
Fahmy statement, also pressing for 
8. return to 1947, could be seen as 
enunciating a new and more broad- 


ly-based Arab position in advance 
of possible negotiations with Israel, 
which would preferably from 
Egypt's viewpoint — take place at 
Geneva. 


Some political observers in Jeru- 
salem, on the other hand, felt that 
the Fahmy statement might have 
been aimed at. the hard-line Arab 
states and the PLO, rather than at 
Israel and the U.S., and to facilitate 
a second-stage negotiation rather 
than to impede one. According to 
this reading, the Egyptian minister 
sought to put up a smokescreen of 
extremist rhetoric in order to ap- 
pease the hard-liners, while Egypt 
itself‘ sets about negotiating a 
second-stage settlement with Jerusa- 
lem. Both Syria and the PLO, not 
to speak of Libya and Iraq, have 
strongly opposed any separate talk- 
ing between Egypt and Israel on 
another interim settlement. 

Mr. Allon told newsmen on Fri- 
day that, following his talks in 
Washington, the ball was now in 
Egypt's court. If Egypt were de- 
termined to retain its full sover- 
eignty and independence, there was 
tne resson why Sowet leader Brezh- 
nev’s visit to Calro next month 
should prejudice the chances of a

renewed negotiation with Israel. 
Israel, for 118 part, would not be 
hurried by SBrezhnev's diplomatic 
timetable, and certainly would not 
negotiate under threats. 

Mr. Allon sald his talka in Wash- 
ington had been “frank," with some . 
areas of difference and wide ares 
of agreement. He had not commit- 
ted Israel to specific territorlal can- 
cessions, because it was still pre- 
mature to draw precise maps. But 
Dr. Kissinger had been empowered 
to convey to Egypt Israel's readi- 
ness for a settlement that would 
involve compromises by both sides. 
Egypt would be required “to re- 
fran from acts of belligerence in 
a whole range of areas," the For- 
eign Minister said. 

Informed sources told The Jeru- 
salem Post last night that the U.S. 
leaders had fully agreed with Mr. 
Allon that any area vacated by 
Israel in a second-stage settlement 
would have to become demilitarized 
under effective control. 

If Egypt agreed to this, the 
sources said, there would be grounds 
for considering a substantial Isrgel 
pull-beck ---- though not from the 
Abu Rodeis oilfield, which Israel

SYRIAN DEPUTY Premier "and 
Foreign Minister Abdul-Halkn Khad- 
dam yesterday conferred with top 
Jordanian officials as the Arabs in- 
tensified efforts {to bring Jordan 
and the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization (PLO) into a four-day 
conference with Egypt and Syria. 
Khaddem visited Amman on the 
heels of an Egyptian envoy who 
delivered a message from President 
Anwar Sadat to King Hussein. The 
Egyptien emissary also extended an 
invitation to Jordanian Premier Zaid 
Rifai to visit Cairo this month. 
Cairo's “Al-Gomhouriya” said yes- 
terday that Rifai, with the Egyp- 
tian and Syrian Foreign Ministers, 
will meet a PLO representative in 
Cairo towards the end of the month. 
The paper said that the Cairo 
will be followed by a 
summit conference embracing Sa- 
dat, Hussein and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, as well as PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat. 
Egyptian press reports said that 
the four were currently coordinating 


their position toward the forth- 
coming Geneva Middle East con- 
ference. “Akhbar el-Yom" claimed 
that US. and Soviet leaders had 
agreed ¢o reconvena the Geneva 
peace conference in February. 

The Jordanians over the weekend 
joined the Arab cali for Israel to 
negotiate with the PLO. In an in- 
terview with Beirut's “Ad-Diyar,” 
Premier Rifai said that Israel's in- 
sistence on negotiating with his 
government was irrelevant, stressing 
that Jordan would hand over to 
the PLO any part of the West 
Bank “liberated” from Israel. 

Rifai made the statement while 
also criticizing the PLO‘s terrorist 
groups for their continued challenge 
to the Jordanian regime. The offices 
of the weekly which interviewed Ri- 
fai were bombed on Friday, pre- 
sumably by terrorist circles. “Ad- 
Diyar" last week interviewed an 
Trag-based terrorist leader, “Abu 
Nidbal.” who threatened to bunt 
the PLO leadership for their alleged 
collaboration in peaceful settlements 
with Israel.

Cairo trial

CAIRO (Reuter). — Accusations 
that the judge was 2-heathen, law- 
yers were liars, courtroom observers 
were sples and defendants were vic- 
tims of both hypnotism and torture 
threw a trial of 92 men on sub- 
version charges into pandemonium 
yesterday. 

All 92 accused of trying to over- 
throw President Anwar Sadat plead- 
ed not guilty. But the trial, which 
started last morth and was put off 
until yesterday, was postponed 
again untill January 18, 

They are charged with attack- 
ing Cairo’s Military Technical Aca- 
demy last April, when 11 people 
died and 27 were injured. They are 
also accused of criminal conspiracy 
and premeditated murder. 

Most of them are students in 
their 20's, alleged to have been led 
by Saleh Abdallah Sarreya, 2 Pales- 
tinfan and former ta ase of an 
Arab League agen 

Fayez ρος Mocs defending all 
92, charged that the trial was un- 
lawful because the courtroom was 
full of intelligence officials and state 
Security police “‘who had fabricated 
the case and tortured the accused.” 

‘When presiding Judge Burhan Abd 
asked the accused if they were 
guilty, many of them replied: “Not 
guilty... you are a heathen... he 
who judges without the Koran is a 
heathen.” 

The ‘judge just smiled. 

But tumult erupted when another 
lawyer, Ambdi Baz, asked for psy- 
chiatric checks on 91 accused be- 
cause they were hypnotized by Sar- 


reya, 

Abdel-Moez objected, saying: “The 
defendants are more sane than any- 
body.” 

This provoked shouts from other 
lawyers, many of them hired by 
relatives of the defendants, asking 
if it were legal for Abdel-Moez to 
defend all 95, But when judge Abd 
ruled that he should only defend Sar- 
Teya, the defendants shouted ob-

Lawyer Mustafa Afifi argued that 
the trial before a supreme state 
security court was unconstitutional, 
because the court was created under 
the emergency law issued in June 
5, 1967 which should have been re- 
ferred to parNament. 

Judge Abd asked Afifi' to submit 
his plea formally within a week, 
and gave the prosecution another 
week to reply. 

He postponed the trial until 
January 18 to enable lawyers to go 
through documents and prepare 
their pleas. 

He also referred four accused to 
a medical expert to determine what 
injuries they had suffered, if any.

Soviets try out new 
missile in Pacific — 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The So- 
wiet Union on Thursday night test- 
fired two of its new 5516 misailes 
some 10,000 kilometres into the 
Pacific, the U.S. Defence Depart- 
ment announced on Friday. 

The Department spokesman said 
It wag the first test of the solid- 
fuel 5518 — the lightest of four 
new Soviet missiles, He indicated 
they carried single warheads. 

The SS16 is the only one of the 
new Soviet missile family that has 
not been observed carrying multiple 
independently targetable - warheads 
(Mirva). 

It was the Goviet’s fourth series 
of long-range missile tests into the 
Pachic this year. 

U.S. Defence Secretary James 
Schlesinger and other Defence of- 
fictals have predicted the Soviets 
will begin deploying some of their 
new missiles early next year. 

The nuclear arms limitation agree-

The spokesman declined to say

U.S. aid to Unesco 
may still go through

WASEINGTON. Because of

A’ joint HouseSenate con- 
ference committee continues its 
deliberations tomorrow to work 
out several differences in the 
two foreign aid bills approved 
over the last two weeks by the 
House and Senate. 

Tn the Senate version, for ex- 
ample, Israel receives $89.5m. 
more in grant economic assis- 
tance than in the House. The 
committee is expected to accept 
the Senate version tomorrow, 
thus earmarking for Israel

grants and credits.

Single selling price for erude 
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Opec adopts the ‘Abu Dhabi price,’ 
oil firms boosting cost to consumer 


VEENNA (UPI). — The world’s 
major oll-exporting nations adopted 
a new single selling price for crude 
oi] on Friday and oil company of- 
ficials said i would probably boost 
costs of refined products to consu- 
mers. 

A communique issued at the end 
of a two-day conference of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (Opec) set Hs 13 mem- . 
bers’ earninzs at $10.12 a barrel, up 
$0.38 from the $9.74 a barrel set in 
September. 

Jamshiid Amouzegar, Iran’s repre- 
sentative at the talks, said that af- 
ter adding production costs the sell- 
ing price to oll companies would 
be $10.46 a barrel. Amouzegar aaid 
bis country had proposed oil com- 
Pany profits be limited to $0.50 a 
barrel instead of the present $0.75 to 
protect the consumer, 

Opec's members have already 
quadrupled the price of crude oil 
over the past 14 months, pushing 
up gesoline prices and contributing 
to the world-wide inflationary spi- 
ral. 


But in adopting a new single price 

for oil, Opec officials said they 

to protect consumers. They 

said oil market prices varied con- 

siderably, and they considered that 

oil companies were benefiting at the 
expense of consumers. 

Under that syetem the posted 
price was a theoretical —in 
September 1973 it was set at $11.65 
— from which the actual market 
price of oil was worked out by 2 
complex system of taxes and roy- 
alties paid by oil compamies to 
the producers. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani said new market pri- 
ces would now depend on the law of 
supply and demand. “It (the price) 
might even go down if you reduce 
your consumption,” Yamani said. 

But oll company officials said 
Opec members, which produce 85 per 
cent of world oll exports, could 
maintain artificially high prices by 
restricting supply. 

The new  single-price system 
brought ‘the price of oil from Al- 
geris, Ecuador, Gabor, Indonesia, 
Tran, Iraq, Kuwait, Nigeria and Ve- 
nezuela in line with that charged 
by Abu Dhabi, Quatar and Saudi 
Arabia.

Patients in U.S. 
syphilis study 
to settle suit 


MONTGOMERY, Alamaba (AP). — 
A multi-million dollar damage suit 
filed against the U.S. Government 
as a result of a syphilis experiment 
4s being settled out of court, it 
was reported here on Friday. 

The class-action suit, originally 
Seeking $1.8b, damages, was brought 
by survivors of 600 black men who 
were used as human guinea pigs in 
the Government-sponsored experi- 
ment, which began in 1932 and end- 
ed in 1972. 

Ken Vines, the Government prose- 
eutor, declined to give details of 
the settlement being worked out 
with Tuskegee attorney Fred Gray, 
who represents blacks bringing suit 
against U.S. Public Health Service 
officials and-‘others. -Vines said the 
court would have to.see the agree+ 
ment first. ee 

He said the settlement is expect- 
ed to be brought before U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Frank Johnson 
dr. within two weeks. 

Forty black men survive from 
the more than 600 who took part 
in the study.

THE TEL AVIV bureau of, The 
Jerusalem Post is moving 

By next week we hope to be in 
Rehov Carlebach, 8. stone's throw 
from the Central Market and .close 
to the busiest intersection in town 
on Derech Petah Tikva. But there 
is ample parking space, that most 
valued commodity concomitant 
of modern urban life. There will be 
no entrance straight off the street, 
as there is none in the main of- 
fices of The Post in Jerusalem, 

In the days before cars began 
clogging the roads, admission 
directly from the street to the af- 
fice was considered a “must” in 
mewspaper planning, and the belief 
was shared by Gershon 

the founder on The Paleatine Post. 
A newspaper, the theory said, is a 
public service in more ways than 
one, It must be accessible to the 
public any time of day or night. 
Its offices must, therefore, be in the 
middle of the business section of 
the town. (“The Times" of London 
was the only notable exception to 
the rule.) Today, of course, acces- 
sibility is determined by the proxi- 
mity of a free parking lot.
